Recent Decision of Supreme Court of 
Illinois Seems To Fix 
Its Sta tus. 
The question frequently 
arises, 
what rivers are to be deemed navig­ 
able streams? Upon the answer some­ 
times depends the construction of 
statutes, says the Sterling Gazette. 
Thus, the Illinois fish law permits 
seining, during certain 
seasons, in 
rivers used for navigation. So a U nit- 
ed States statute forbids the obstruc 
tion of navigable rivers ex cept by 
permission of the United States au­ 
thorities. 
John M. Stager of the law 
firm of Stager & Stager, has called 
the attention of the Gazette to a de 
cision of the Illinois supreme court, 
which appears in the last volume of 
the Illinois supreme court reports, 
issued a few days ago, in which the 
question is discussed. Chief Justice 
Cartwright announcing the opinion 
of the court, says: 
In this state the public have an 
easement for the purpose of naviga 
tion in waters which are navigable in 
fact, regardless of the ownership of 
the soil, and the question whether 
these waters are navigable depends 
upon the question whether they ave 
of sufficient depth to afford a chan­ 
nel for useful commerce. 
In some 
states .where the lumber interest has 
been regarded as of first importance, 
the courts have held that w aters which 
are capable of floating logs are navi­ 
gable; but in Hubbard vs. Bell, 54 
111. 110, this court declined to adopt 
such a rule, and adhered to the doc­ 
trine that navigable waters must be 
capable of practicable general use. 
The rule stated by Lord Hale in his 
treatise de jurie maris, th at a stream, 
to be navigable, must furnish ‘a com- 
! mon passage for the king’s people, 
must be of common or public use for 
| the carriage of boats and lighters, 
¡m ust be capable of bearing up and 
| floating vessels for the transportation 
! of property conducted by the agency 
' of man, was approveu. 
A stream is 
navigable in fact only when it affords 
’ a channel for useful commerce and of 
practical utility to the public as such. 
, The fact th a t there is water enough 
in places for row7 boats and small 
i launches answering 
practically the 
same purpose, or that hunters and 
fishermen pass over the water with 
boats ordinarily used for that pur­ 
pose, does not render the waters nav­ 
igable.

Teach the children the 
beauties aud the rich fufllness of na­ 
ture.

Do all this and the 
children will'develop into good and 
noble men and women. 
Encourage art and manual train­ 
ing, and give more exhibitions.
